solid, strong financial foundation. One 
of the oldest of Alabama’s communi­ 
ties, for practkially 100 years. It ha* 
been the home of the whiteman. who 
in the pioneer days fought the savage 
and the wild beasts and planted his 
foot firmly and determinedly on the 
ground where he expects to stay and 
rule sujfbeme.

The promise and guar­ 
antee, according U f press reports, has 
been repudiated and the local insti­ 
tution is ignored and disregarded. 
“No one can definitely forsee the 
end. 
Where peace and harmony once
